This is a deficit of $9,671,256 
thus far for 1956. 

In January, 1955, permit val- 
ues soared to more than $11,000,- 
000, compared with only $4,000.- 
000 in permits for January this 
year. 

Values for June, 1955. were 
$6,458,461. as against $5.140.308 
at the close of business Friday.

A bill which would seek pun- 
ishment for any boy caught not 
wearing his cap and T-shirt was 
signed into law Friday by Gov.

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Will General Motors 
Take Wilson Back? 


“Bird Dog” Charlie Wilson will have 
to do some more explaining about his 
confusing press conference at Quantico. 
It left. even more questions unanswered 
than have many of his past performances. 

Since when, for instance, did it become 
“nhony” for Congress to be concerned 
about national defense? He needs to be 
reminded that as an agent of the execu- 
tive department he is responsible only 
for carrying out the will of the nation 
and this will is expressed in legislative 
acts of Congress. 

As for the confusion about B52 bomber 
production, it must be remembered that 
Wilson’s amnounced decision to step up 
production occurred only after Congress 
and public opinion forced him to do so. 

The secretary should explain, too, why 
it is that the general whose primary job 1s 
to prevent destruction of this nation 
doesn’t know “what our plans are.” Then, 
pray tell, who does? The country knows 
Gen. Curtis LeMay as a dedicated indi- 
vidual who is thoroughly familiar with 
the minimum requirements for a retalia- 
tory force to carry the attack to the enemy 
should war occur. He is familiar also with 
the type of force needed to deter a sudden 
attack. 

It was through this Senate subcom- 
mittee that Gen. LeMay’s appraisal was 
made known. Surely the country appreci- 
ates his frankness and is grateful to the 
committee for bringing out the facts. The 
facts do not suppoft the cheery optimism 
of the administration and Wilson—quite 
the contrary. | 

The secretary revealed who is playing 
politics—and dangerous politics—when he 
said that the people want to have a strong 
defense but that when it comes to paying 
taxes they take a different look at the 
program. Those associates of Wilson who 
would balance the budget at the expense 
of the military speak only for themselves 
and votes will matter naught if there is 
an atomic attack. 

The country is glad that Congress 1s 
taking an interest in Wilson’s steward- 
ship of the U.S. Defense Department. That 
seems to be about the only way through 
which we can keep informed of our own 
as well as the Russians’ military readiness. 
Economy is a splendid objective but there 
are other ways to economize except at the 
expense of national security. 

Led by a Republican, Sen. Bridges, of 
New Hampshire, the senators are hopping 
mad, reading his remarks with “amaze- 
ment and shock.” His “phonies” included 
both parties. The “politics” are his own. 

With auto sales lagging as they are, 
General Motors needs “Bird Dog” Charlie 
more than does the country. He did have 
some success selling cars.

Lockheed Atom Project 
Has Added Significance 


Lockheed Aircraft Corp. has announced 
that it will begin transferring its nuclear 
aircraft program from California to Geor- 
gia Monday. The program will be car- 
ried out at Marietta and at the huge de- 
velopment slated for Dawsonville. 

Simultaneously -with this announce- 
ment came one from Moscow. The news- 
~paper Red Star predicted that the Soviet 
Union soon would have its first atomic 
aircraft. While it would be foolhardy to 
guess what “soon” means, our experience 
in the past would indicate that it will be 
“sooner” than we think. 

It is necessary only to remember that 
our best “experts” said that it would take 
10 years for the Russians to make an 
atom bomb. They accomplished it in three. 
Our top planners saw the United States 
ahead of the Soviet Union in jet air pow- 
er for at least a decade or more. Today 
whatever superiority we may have had is 
disappearing rapidly. 

The question now is will the Reds be 
able to build atomic-powered aircraft 
while ours are still in the planning 
stage? This is intended as no reflection 
on Lockheed because that splendid con- 
cern works on a government timetable. 

Georgia apparently will play an im- 
portant role in this grim race at Marietta 
and Dawsonville. Lockheed will do its 
part of the job within the limitations of 
time and scientific progress.

He is W. W. Gaston, 
of the Cotton Producers Assn. elevator 
at Waynesboro, Burke County.

Gaston said that six years ago the ele- 
vator at Waynesboro was the largest and 
most modern between Norfolk and Mo- 
bile. Between those two cities today there 
are several the same size, he admitted. 
But he said there are none more modern. 

He went on to say the first year the 
Waynesboro elevator was in operation it 
handled 400,000 bushels of grain. Last 
year the total was two million. bushels. 
This year it is expected to rise to three 
million. . 

Not only is the grain elevator a boon 
to farmers, it is also an industry spend- 
ing $70,000 annually in the community 
in payrolls and $95,000 for supplies, 
services and taxes. 

The Waynesboro operation is one of 
several in the state. 

Don’t overlook these elevators in 
making inventory of our state's assets. 
They encourage the farmer to greater 
diversification; they add to his cash in- 
come. 

Directly or indirectly, they mean profit 
for everyone in a community.

The Philippines Prove 
OQur Hands Are Clean 


President Eisenhower has named Vice 
President Nixon to represent him at Phil- 
ippine Independence Day celebrations in 
Manila on July 4. 

The move is an excellent one for two 
reasons. No matter what many Americans 
think of the vice president, he has proved 
himself a good salesman overseas, par- 
ticularly in the East. 

It also spotlights the United States 
position in regards to colonies. Regard- 
less of our backing of the colonial mis- 
fortunes of some of our allies for military 
reasons, our hands are clean in this re- 
spect. 

The Philippines became an American 
possession along with Puerto Rico at the 
end of the Spanish-American War. After 
a long period of political and economic 
adolescence, the islands were granted 
their independence 10 years ago. There 
was no struggle to keep them, no effort 
to preserve their dependent status for the 
aggrandizement of the United States. 

Alaska and Hawaii, other overseas 
possessions, are well on their way to 
statehood. As we see it, Puerto Rico en- 
joys all the privileges of a most favored 
commonwealth without some of the tax 
disadvantages that are the price of full 
partnership in the union. 

Our domestic and foreign policies 
often confuse the world, particularly when 
they are in conflict as they have been 
recently. On the matter of overseas pos- 
sessions, though, our policy and tradition 
are clear and commendable.

King Michael of Rumania. Not one to sur- 
round himself with a court of moldy ex- 
iles on a Riviera beach, Michael is sup- 
porting himself and family as head of an 
flight instrument school in 
Switzerland. 

Michael was born to the somewhat 
ragged purple of the tarnished court of 
Rumania. Between palace revolutions,’ his 
father, ‘King Carol’s girl friends, the 
Nazis and the Communists, he apparently 
has had enough of the life of a Balkan 
prince. 

Mechanically minded, the ex-king 
trained in an American aircraft plant for 
his present job and seemed much hap- 
pier around grease monkeys than in the 
old family palace.

Efforts To Stifle Press Strike 
At People’s Right To Know 


The Georgia Press Assn. has condemned in no uncertain terms 


the vindicative efforts to muzzle newspxzpers in this state. 


The as- 


sociation’s Freedom of Information, Committee made the following 
statement at the Savannah meeting last week: 


‘It is disturbing to members of 
your committee as it should be 
not only to all newspaper people 
but to all citizens of this state to 
have to report that at the state 
government level this has been a 
year which has seen deliberate, 
vindictive and dangerous efforts 
to silence newspapers by censor- 
ship regulations and law.”’ 


For a number of years now al- 
most every session of the Gen- 
eral Assembly has been marked 
by some movement to curb the 
freedom of information. 


Many of these attempts have 
been defeated, but last session, 
under the sponsorship of Den- 
mark Groover of Bibb County, 
floor leader for the Griffin ad- 
ministration, a bill was passed 
providing that any newspaper 
corporation may be sued for libel 
in any county in which it has a 
circulation of 50 subscribers. 


The measure, obviously puni- 
tive in nature, appears to be di- 
rected at newspapers which op- 
posed administration policies. 

Georgia newspapers have a fine 
record over the years for respect- 
ing the rights of individuals while 
crusading vigorously against cor- 
ruption in government. Libel] laws 
have been adequate to safe- 
guard individuals who might be 
damaged. 

It is difficult to express in a 
few words just how the true news- 
paperman feels about freedom of 
information. ‘ 

He feels that secrecy in any 
phase of government is one of the 


gravest threats to our way of life. 
So long as a reporter has access 
to government deliberations the 
public has a safeguard, 

It has been pointed out time 
and again and the point merits 
repetition—freedom of the press 
is for all people. It represents 
the right of everyone to know. 

The few newspapers which have 
been careless or reckless with 
facts usually are curbed by the 
most powerful force of all—pub- 
lic scorn and lack of confidence. 

Excluding political organs edit- 
ed by politicians we know of no 
newspapers in Georgia that do not 
seek to present the news in a 
factual and impartial manner. 
Opinion of the paper goes on the 
editorial page and is thereby l!a- 
beled opinion to be taken for what 
it is worth. 

In reality, then, restrictive 
measures' against the press are 
blows at the right of the people of 
Georgia to know. For that rea- 
son a free press eemains one of 
the most effective safeguards of 
our precious liberties.

MONZA, Italy, June 22 (®—Former world auto racing 
champion Nino Farina hurtled into a straw bale, somersaulted 
and was pinned under his 2,000 CC Maserati today—but made 
another of the amazing escapes for which he is famous. 

The accident took place during the tests on the Monza 
track for Sunday’s 1,000 kilometer (600 mile) Supercortemag- 


giore Grand Prix. 


At Monza Hospital, where the 50-year-old racer was taken 
in seemingly grave condition. physicians said examination 
disclosed only two broken ribs, a broken collarbone and a 


severe face cut. 


“‘He can leave the hospital in 20 days,’’ Dr. Cesare 


Viganoni said. 


At 50, Farina probably has survived more clashes than 
any other racer. The list goes back years. More recently, in | 
1954, he crashed in the Mille Miglia, but suffered only a 
broken arm. Farina’s Ferrari caught fire during a trial for 
the 1954 Supercortemaggiore race soon after and he was 


badly burned.
